During  the  year  there  were  216  live  births  -  an  increase  of  33  on 
the  previous  year's  figure.  This  gave  a  birth  rate  of  18 per 

I, 000  of  the  resident  population. 

It  W8S  noteworthy  that  not  a  single  death  of  a  child  under  one  year 
took  place  and  this  must  be  the  first  occasion  that  this  has  happened 
in  the  district.  There  were  99  deaths;  most  vrere  caused  by  heart 
and  circulatory  diseases  (E>6/6);  cancer  (21%);  and  diseases  of  the 
lung  and  respiratory  system  (9%) .  Of  the  21  cancer  deaths,  5  were 
in  respect  of  lung  cancer. 

The  Registrar  General's  estimate  of  the  population  in  mid-1972  was 

II, 720  -  the  figure  obtained  by  the  Census  1971  was  11,706. 

The  incidence  of  infectious  disease  during  the  year  1972  was  very  low.

19h  Marlow  Children  were  vaccinated  against  Diphtheria; 
193  against  Whooping  Cough  and  19U  against  Tetanus. 

Of  the  children  born  in  the  years  1968  -  1972,  232  were 
immunised  against  Measles  and  193  against  poliomyelitis . 


B.C.G.  vaccination  was  offered  to  13-year  old  children 
attending  secondary  schools.  No  separate  figures  are 
kept  for  the  individual  districts,  but  in  the  area 
covered  by  the  Divisional  Executive,  1,792  negative 
reators  were  Vaccinated. 


Vaccination  against  Smallpox  was  discontinued  as  a  routine 
procedure  as  a  result  of  a  change  in  Government  Policy. 


Vaccination  against  German  Measles  was  offered  to  girls 
in  the  12-year  old  group  in  secondary  schools.  This  is 
to  prevent  the  contraction  of  German  Measles  in  the  first 
few  months  of  pregnancy,  when  it  can  cause  congenital  defects 
in  the  foetus.  In  the  Wycombe  Division,  l,66l  girls  were 
vaccinated  against  German  Measles.

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

This  is  the  fifth  Annual  Report  which  I  have  published  on  the  work  of 
the  Department  and,  as  previously,  is  a  record  of  the  work  achieved 
whilst  endeavouring  to  improve  environmental  health  standards  in  1972. 

The  end  of  1972  showed  the  future  pattern  of  the  new  local  authorities, 
which  come  into  being  in  /pril  197U,  and  it  is  clear  that  the  majority 
of  environmental  health  functions  will  remain  with  the  new  district 
authority.  It  is  important,  however,  that  every  effort  be  made  to 
ensure  that  fragmentation  of  these  duties  does  not  occur  between  new 
departments.  Environmental  health  should  be  regarded  as  a  single 
concept  with  one  department  responsible  for  all  aspects  of  the 
environment  which  are  of  significance  to  health  in  its  widest  and  most 
positive  sense.  Responsibility  for  larger  local  government  areas 
leads  in  the  direction  of  greater  specialisation  of  duties,  but  Public 
Health  Inspectors  will  still  be  expected  to  show  the  versitility  demanded 
of  them  at  present  and  also  keep  up-to-date  with  the  many  changes  in 
technology  and  increased  industrial  production. 

The  new  phrase  of  the  1970s  is  "environmental  pollution"  and  local 
authorities  and  Public  Health  Inspectors  are  often  accused  of  complacency 
in  this  respect;  however,  the  past  decade  has  shown  that  Britain  is 
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becoming  a  cleaner  and  healthier  place  in  which  to  live.  Pollution  is 
a  hydra-headed  monster  and  there  is  no  foreseeable  end  to  the  fight 
against  it,  and  it  is  clear  that  the  new  local  authorities.  Members  and 
Public  Health  Inspectors  will  have  a  tremendous  task  in  front  of  them 
and  must  accept  even  greater  responsibility  for  the  promotion  of 
environmental  health. 


I  should  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  the  Chairman  of  the 
Public  Health  and  Housing  Committee  and  all  Members  of  the  Council  for 
their  advice  and  guidance  on  many  matters  during  the  year. 


I  also  wish  to  express  my  thanks  to  all  members  of  the  Department  for 
their  loyal  and  energetic  work  and  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health, 
the  Clerk  and  Engineer,  the  Surveyor  and  the  Chief  Financial  Officer 
for  their  assistance  and  support. 
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SLAUGHTERHOUSES 


There  is  one  slaughterhouse  situated  within  the  Urban  District,  which 
kills  for  the  needs  of  shops  in  Marlow,  High  Wycombe,  Princes  Risbcrough, 
Hambleden,  Maidenhead  and  Gerrards  Cross.  The  slaughterhouse  is  run 
in  an  effecient  and  hygenic  manner,  but  its  situation  in  the  centre  of 
the  town  causes  many  problems  and  I  must  repeat  my  comments  of  last  year, 
in  view  of  the  regular  complaints  which  are  received  regarding  noise 
and  traffic  congestion.  The  most  common  complaints,  however,  are  on 
aesthetic  grounds  as  Crown  Road  is  one  of  the  main  pedestrian  routes  to 
the  town  centre,  and  many  people  are  disturbed  by  the  sounds  of  animals 
during  the  slaughtering  process.  In  my  opinion,  it  would  benefit  the 
slaughterhouse  operator,  local  residents  and  the  Council,  if  means  could 
be  found  to  re-site  the  premises  in  a  more  suitable  and  more  readily 
accessible  part  of  the  area. 

The  powers  under  the  provisions  of  the  Meat  Inspection  (amendment) 
Regulations  1966,  to  control  the  hours  of  slaughtering,  were  continued 
during  1972,  slaughtering  being  limited  to  the  hours  7.00  a.m.  to  7.00  p.m., 
Monday  to  Friday  inclusive.  This  control  of  slaughtering  has  enabled 
me  to  maintain  a  full  and  effective  100#  meat  inspection  service.

CRUELTY  AM)  HYGIENE 

My  responsibilities  in  relation  to  the  slaughterhouse  are  not  solely 
concerned  with  the  administration  of  a  meat  inspection  service,  but  also 
with  maintenance  of  hygiene  in  the  slaughterhouse  and  during  the 
slaughtering  process. 

The  dressing  of  bovine  animals  is  still  carried  out  on  the  floor  of  the 
slaughterhouse;  this  is  an  out-dated  method  and  one  which  has  to  be 
closely  supervised  to  ensure  that  the  carcase  is  not  soiled  by  faeces 
and  other  matter.  The  slaughterhouse  operators,  although  x-rorking  under 
these  extremely  difficult  conditions,  maintain  a  high  standard  of  cleanliness 
and  produce  a  clean  finished  carcase. 

Another  responsibility  is  to  ensure  that  the  animals  are  not  treated  in 
a  cruel  manner  and  are  not  subjected  to  any  unnecessary  suffering. 

During  the  year  there  was  no  evidence  of  cruelty  on  the  part  of  the 
slaughtermen,  but  some  degree  of  cruelty  on  the  part  of  some  haulage 
contractors.  Warnings  were  given  to  offending  contractors  and  in  the 
main  the  methods  of  haulage  and  unloading  improved  and  it  was  not  found 
necessary  to  institute  legal  proceedings.

EXPORT  OF  FOOD  ANIMALS 

Every  year  tens  of  thousands  of  cattle  and  sheep  are  exported  alive  from 
the  U.K.,  supposedly  for  immediate  slaughter  or  for  slaughter  after  a 
further  fattening  period,  but  a  large  percentage  are  transported  great 
distances  in  distressing  conditions  and  are  then  slaughtered  in  barbaric 
circumstances. 

The  1957  Balfour  ’.Assurances*  lay  down  certain  regulations  governing  the 
export  of  these  animals: 

a)  Cattle  and  sheep  shall  not  travel  more  than  100  km.  (62  miles) 
from  the  port  of  disembarkation  to  the  place  of  slaughter. 

b)  The  animals  shall  be  humanely  slaughtered  only  by  the  captive- 
bolt  or  electrical  stunning  systems. 

c)  The  animals  shall  be  adequately  fed  and  watered  during 
transportation  and  lairage. 

a)  Ho  animal  exported  from  the  United  Kingdom  for  slaughter  shall 

be  re-exported  by  the  importing  country. 

The  problem  is  that  some  Common  Market  countries,  who  are  signatories  are 
ignoring  these  ’Assurances’,  and  great  cruelties  are  being  suffered  by  the 
animals.  Apart  from  humane  objections,  although  there  are  vast  financial 
interests  operating  in  favour  of  this  traffic,  nationally  it  is  an 
economically  unsound  practice.  Many  of  our  abattoirs,  even  those  within 
a  few  miles  of  the  ports  of  embarkation,  are  losing  money  and  working  at 
well  below  capacity.  Also  the  United  Kingdom  imports  large  quantities  of 
meat  and  meat  products  -  over  £1,250,000  every  day  -  some  to  replace  the 
animals  exported.

EXPORT  OF  FOOD  ANIMALS  (Cont  »d. ) 

During  1972,  a  compaign  -was  launched  nationally  in  an  endeavour  to  bring 
a  halt  to  the  traffic  of  live  animals  for  food  and  to  encourage  the 
development  of  the  export  carcase  trade. 

This  campaign  was  led  by  the  R.S.P.C.A.,  who  had  carried  out  a  two-year 
investigation  into  methods  of  slaughter  of  British  live  stock,  length 
of  journeys  and  conditions  of  both  the  animals  and  the  transport.  Their 
Report  contained  extensive  evidence  of  animals  being  subjected  to  the 
stress  of  unsuitable  transport,  and  in  many  cases,  to  brutality,  hunger 
and  thirst,  often  followed  by  a  cruel  death  contrary  to  our  own  humane 
regulations . 

One  investigation  team  covered  shipments  of  cattle  to  Belgium.  Young 
calves  were  being  shipped  in  two-tier  transporters  in  extremely  bad 
weather  conditions  to  Ostend  and  were  then  driven  l6i±  miles  to  a  farm 
near  the  Dutch  border.  Investigations  revealed  that  these  animals  were 
then  shuttled  through  to  other  countries.  British  regulations  prohibit 
the  export  of  calves  weighing  less  than  110  lbs.,  but  in  a  further 
consignment  for  immediate  slaughter,  many  weighed  less  than  90  lbs.  At 
Ostend,  when  investigated,  the  calves  were  found  to  be  suffering  from  the 
effects  of  being  unloaded  and  're-loaded1  and  their  eyesight  appeared 
defective.  They  were  driven  186  kms.  and  were  then  stunned  by  having  the 
frontal  bones  of  their  skulls  smashed  with  an  ordinary  carpenter's  clawhammer,

EXPORT  OF  FOOD  ANIMALS  (Cont'd.) 


and  then  -  (direct  quote  from  the  Report)? 

•’The  calves  were  crowded  into  a  killing  pen  about  6  ft.  by  12  ft.,  one  end 
of  which  was  the  bleeding  area.  Wien  a  calf  had  been  stunned,  it  was 
shackled  to  a  hoist  and  dragged  through  other  living  calves  which  were 
actually  sometimes  thrown  into  the  blood  bath  by  the  unconscious  calf  on 
its  way  up  to  the  hoist. 

•'There  was  only  a  galvanised  pipe  preventing  the  live  calves  from  going 
into  the  rest  of  the  slaughterhouse  and  all  the  calves  were  killed  within 
sight  of  each  other.  Two  feet  from  them  they  could  see  their  fellows' 
throats  being  cut  on  the  hoist.  They  could  also  see  the  pile  of 
decapitated  heads  in  a  nearby  corner.  The  floors  and  walls  of  the  killing 
area  were  covered  with  blood." 

As  a  result  of  these  facts,  the  Marlow  Council  resolved  to  support  the 
campaign  and  the  matter  was  persued  further  with  the  Urban  District 
Councils'  .Association  and  the  3.ocal  Member  of  Parliament  took  the  matter 
up  in  the  House  and  with  the  Minister  concerned. 

.After  considerable  pressure  from  the  public  and  national  organisations, 
at  the  end  of  this  year  the  Minister  agreed  to  regulations  banning  the 
export  of  live  sheep  for  slaughter  for  an  indefinite  period.  This  ban,  of 
course,  does  not  apply  to  the  export  of  sheep  for  breeding  purposes,  but  is 
a  step  nearer  the  replacement  of  the  live  export  trade  for  a  carcase-only 
trade .

INSPECTION 


J.972  showed  a  decrease  in  the  total  numbers  of  animals  slaughtered  at  the 
Marlow  Slaughterhouse  of  Tom  Morris  (Butchers)  Ltd.  There  was  no 
appreciable  increase  in  the  incidence  of  disease  in  animals  passing  through, 
and  as  in  previous  years,  parasitic  diseases,  with  the  exception  of 
cysticerci,  were  the  most  prevalent.

The  safeguards  necessary  to  prevent  the  sale  of  infected,  unsound  and 
unwholesome  food  are  well  established  and  have  been  broadly  applied  during 
the  past  year.  However,  the  food  processing  industry  is  developing  in 
such  a  way  that  it  is  imperative  that  proper  control  is  exercised  of 
packaging  methods,  temperature  and  storage  before  sale.  Forty  per  cent 
of  vegetables  are  now  of  the  quick  frozen  variety  and  there  is  an  ever- 
increasing  range  of  composite  foods  being  displayed  and  sold  in  this  way. 

It  is  not  unusual  for  deep  freeze  cabinets  to  breakdown  and  in  these  cases 
a  quick  decision  has  to  be  made  of  the  suitability  of  the  food  for 
consumption.  The  general  principle  adhered  to  is  that,  in  cases  of  doubt, 
food  is  rejected  rather  than  having  the  community  placed  at  risk.  In  my 
opinion,  modification  should  be  made  in  the  design  of  display  equipment 
which  would  readily  indicate  changes  in  the  temperature  ranges,  and  more 
care  should  be  taken  to  ensure  proper  methods  of  stock  rotation  with  the 
low  temperature  cabinets. 

Quick  fhozen  foods  are  f orming  an  increasingly  important  part  in  retail  food 
handling,  and  the  corresponding  hazards  encountered  should  supervision  be 
inadequate,  or  equipment  defective,  need  not  be  stressed.  With  these 
factors  in  mind,  a  model  code  of  practice  for  retail  quick  frozen  food  handling 
was  compiled  for  the  guidance  of  retailers  and  continued  to  be  distributed  to 
all  establishments  in  the  town  with  frozen  cabinets.

FOOD  COMPLAINTS 

The  upward  trend  in  food  complaints  continued  during  1972.  /II  complaints 
received  were  investigated  and  advice  given  on  many  matters  to  managers  and 
staff.  A  number  of  complaints  was  received  regarding  "out-dated"  stock, 
where  the  consumer  had  "broken"  the  manufacturer’s  or  retailer’s  coding 
gystem  for  perishable  goods,  but  in  all  cases  the  food  was  iill  sound  and 
wholesome . 

The  Government  accepted  the  recommendations  of  the  Food  Standards  Committee 
outlined  in  their  Report  on  Date  Marking  of  Food  and  Regulations  should  come 
into  effect  in  1975>.  The  form  of  these  Regulations  is  still  to  be  settled, 
but  basically  food  will  be  divided  into  ’short-life'  and  ’long-life’  foods. 
It  is  recommended  that  foods  subjected  to  special  processes,  for  example 
vacuum  packed  bacon,  which  is  required  to  be  opened  within  a  certain  period, 
should  be  marked  with  an  "open  by"  date. 

It  is  hoped  that  prior  to  the  Regulations  coming  into  force,  a  considerable 
amount  of  voluntary  date  stamping  will  commence.  In  fact,  many  of  the 
larger  supermarkets  already  carry  a  "sell  by"  date  on  their  dairy  and  meat 
products . 

Both  thfc  Government  and  the  Food  Standards  Committee  have  stressed  the  need 
for  improved  stock  rotation  and  the  policy  of  date  stamping  should  go  a  long 
way  in  ensuring  a  marked  improvement.  The  marking  scheme  will  tell  the 
retailer  the  latest  permitted  day  of  delivery  and  will  ensure  that  he  can

rotate  his  stock  correctly. 

It  is  recognised  that  certain  foods,  for  instance  sausages  and  pies,  have 
such  a  wide  variety  of  conditions  in  storage,  transit  and  display  as  to 
create  many  problems  for  manufacturers  in  selecting,  marking  and  date 
stamping.  The  Government  is  arranging  for  large-scale  experiments  to  be 
conducted  to  try  to  solve  these  problems  before  1975. 

It  is  also  encouraging  developments  and  progress  in  informative  labelling, 
which  will  tell  housewives  how  long  particular  foods  can  be  stored  in  the 
home  without  deterioration  -  depending  on  whether  there  is  a  deep-freeze, 
refrigerator  or  neither  in  the  home  -  and  whether  after  a  package  has  been 
opened,  the  remainder  of  the  food  can  be  safely  stored  for  a  given  period. 

A  Steering  Group  on  Food  Freshness  has  been  set  up  to  encourage  and  monitor 

/ 

progress  in  date  stamping  and  labelling  and  allied  activities,  and  by  the  time 
the  regualtions  come  into  fcrce,  there  should  already  be  a  significant 
improvement  in  the  freshness  and  stock  rotation  of  foods. 


Among  complaints  received  during  the  year,  the  follcvJing  were  of  interest: 

1.  Complaint  was  made  regarding  a  foreign  body  in  a  pint  bottle  of 

milk  delivered  to  a  local  resident.  Examination  revealed  that 
the  foreign  body  was  a  piece  of  polystyrene,  approx.  2"  x  2”, 
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1.

which  appeared  to  have  been  forced  into  the  bottle  as  it  was 
impossible  for  the  offending  item  to  pass  freely  through  the 
neck  of  the  bottle.  p t  the  time  of  examination,  the  bottle 
was  unsealed  and  had  been  rinsed  with  water. 

The  representative  of  the  Dairy  Company  reported; 

"We  very  much  regret  the  fact  that  we  have  delivered 
a  bottle  of  milk  containing  a  foreign  body,  to  a 
customer  in  Marlow  and  thank  you  for  allowing  us  to 
examine  same.  1  should  imagine  that  the  piece  of 
polystyrene  probably  formed  part  of  the  packing  around 
a  Christmas  gift  and  was  forced  into  the  bottle  by 
a  child.  P s  the  bottle  was  unsealed,  I  take  it  that 

we  can  rule  out  the  possibility  that  this  may  have 
happened  in  the  customer's  home  after  the  bottle  was 
opened  ? 

"This  problem  is  one  of  the  reasons  why  we  are 
experimenting  with  non-returnable  plastic  bottles, 
as  these  virtually  eliminate  the  problem. 

Unfortunately,  cost  factors  probably  mean  that  the 
glass  bottle  will  be  x-dth  us  for  some  time  to  come." 

The  bottle  and  polystyrene  were  sent  to  the  Public 
Analyst  in  an  attempt  to  establish  whether  it  had  been 
immersed  in  the  milk  for  any  length  of  time,  and  he  reported; 

"I  have  examined  the  piece  of  expanded  polystyrene  in 
the  milk  bottle,  but  am  unable  to  estimate  the  time  it 
has  been  in  the  bottle.  Milk  does  not  wet  the  plastic 
or  penetrate  into  it. 

"Had  it  been  left  in  the  bottle  for  some  time  after 
the  milk  had  been  removed  it  is  possible  that  a 
sufficient  film  of  milk  may  have  remained  on  the 
surface  to  support  the  growth  of  moulds.  No  such 
incipient  growth  could  be  detected. 

"The  washing  at  the  dairy  -with  hot  alkaline  solution 
would  tend  to  "round  off"  any  sharp  corners  and  the 
appearance  of  the  surface  suggests  that  this  has 
taken  place.  A  normal  fracture  of  this  material 
is  angular  and  not  rounded.

"I  am  therefore  of  the  opinion  that  this  piece  of  plastic 
foam  probably  passed  through  the  washing  process  at  the 
dairy." 

It  appeared  that  the  bottle  had  been  misused  prior  to  return  to 
the  Dairy  and  because  of  the  white  colour  of  the  polystyrene, 
it  was  not  observed  at  the  bottle  checking  point . 


A  warning  letter  was  sent  to  the  Dairy  Company. 


Complaint  was  received  regarding  foreign  bodies  .in  a  pint 
bottle  of  milk.  On  examination  it  was  found  that  the  milk 
contained  a  large  number  of  splinters  of  glass  varying  in  size 
from  -4”  downwards. 

The  Dairy  Company  were  Informed  of  this  complaint  and  a 
representative  stated  that  it  was  probably  caused  by  another 
bottle  from  the  Dairy  being  jammed  in  the  filling  section  and 
shattering.  It  is  normal  practice  that  the  filling  line  is 
shut  down  if  this  occurs.  It  appeared  th  i  this  did  not 
happen  in  this  instance. 

Legal  proceedings  were  instituted  against  Clifford's  Dairies 
Limited,  who  were  fined  £^0  with  £10  Advocate's  fees. 


Complaint  was  received  regarding  chicken  portions  purchased  in 
a  local  supermarket.  Examination  revealed  a  breakdown  in  the 
muscle  tissue  caused  by  freezing.  The  remaining  stock  was

examined  and  found  to  be  satisfactory.  The  staff  were 
instructed  to  ensure  that  there  was  a  proper  rotation  of  stock 
and  that  closer  inspection  should  be  made  of  all  food  e:xposed 
for  sale. 


Complaint  was  made  regarding  an  abnormal  odour  in  a  pint  bottle 
of  milk  delivered  in  the  town.  Examination  revealed  that  the 
milk  was  contaminated  by  a  phenolic  substance,  probably 
household  disinfectant. 

The  Dairy  Company  use  no  disinfectant  with  a  phenolic  content, 
as  this  affects  the  laboratory  tests  used  to  measure  the 
efficiency  of  the  pasteurisation  process.  It  was  assumed, 
therefore,  that  either  the  contamination  occurred  in  the 
consumer's  home,  or  that  the  bottle  had  been  badly  misused 
and  was  so  heavily  tainted  that  the  bottle  washer  could  not 
remove  it  completely.  Normally  this  type  of  substance  is 
removed  completely  during  the  washing  process. 


P  local  publican  submitted  a  glass  of  whisky  which  contained  an 
unusual  sediment.  The  whisky  was  the  first  taken  from  a  new 
bottle  via  an  optic.  The  sediment  consisted  of  organic  debris, 
including  yeast  cells  similar  to  the  kind  of  residue  found  in 
some  irines.  There  was  no  evidence  that  it  came  from  the 
bottle  and,  therefore,  indicated  that  the  glass  used  had 
contained  a  red  wine  and  had  not  been  properly  washed  after  use.

6.  Complaint  was  received  regarding  a  foreign  body  in  a  bottle 

of  Worthington  E,  purchased  locally.  Examination  revealed 
a  large  mould/yeast  growth,  which  had  been  activated  by  an 
incomplete  seal  to  the  crown  cork.  The  Brewery  Company  were 
notified  and  have  modified  the  inner  seal  of  their  crown  cork. 
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FOOD  HYGIENE 


A  reasonable  standard  of  food  hygiene  was  maintained  in  the  majority 
of  food  premises  during  the  year.  The  most  satisfactory  method  of 
promoting  hygiene  is  by  persuasion  and  to  achieve  this,  the  co-operation 
of  all  concerned  is  necessary,  and  the  majority  of  the  work  is  carried 
out  informally.  It  is  impossible  for  statistics  to  be  prepared  to 
illustrate  the  painstaking  discussions  which  take  place  to  lead  to  the 
eventual  improvement  of  premises  and  practices.  It  was  unnecessary  during 
1972  to  institute  proceedings  against  any  food  shop,  although  it 
continued  to  be  necessary  to  instruct  untrained  staff  in  the  basic  principles 
of  food  hygiene. 

The  increase  in  the  number  of  licencees  of  public  houses  introducing 
catering  into  their  business  continued  during  the  year  owing  to  the 
rapid  expansion  of  office  and  industrial  development  in  the  area. 

In  a  number  of  cases,  this  side  of  the  trade  is  still  carried  out  in 
unsatisfactory  conditions,  the  domestic  kitchen  being  used  with  little 
attention  being  paid  to  the  requirements  of  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations, 
by  the  Brewery  Companies  and  tenants  in  a  number  of  places. 

In  order  to  point  out  the  dangers  of  poor  food  handling,  samples  of 
cooked  meat  were  taken  from  a  number  of  public  houses  and  submitted  for 
bacteriological  examination.  The  results  varied  considerably,  but  in 
a  number  of  cases  the  viable  count  exceeded  1,000,000  organisms  per  gram 
and  in  one  case  exceeded  2,000,000  organisms  per  gram,  which  were 
unsatisfactory  results.  Fortunately,  however,  no  food  poisoning  organisms 
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FOOD  HYGIENE 


were  present.  All  tenants  readily  understood  the  seriousness  of  the 
results  and  the  danger  of  transmitting  food  poisoning  to  the  public 
at  large  and  immediately  there  was  a  marked  improvement  in  the  standard 
of  food  handling.  Subsequent  samples  produced  a  far  lower  count. 

.Although,  since  my  last  Report,  the  Brewery  Companies  have  consulted 
the  Inspectorate  before  plans  were  produced  for  alterations,  the 
minimiun  consideration  is  given  to  adequate  fcod  preparation  facilities, 
which  could  ensure  that  staff  maintain  a  good  standard  of  food  hygiene, 
which  in  turn  must  increase  profits  1 

With  the  rapid  change  in  the  character  of  the  traditional  British  "pub" 
by  the  extension  of  catering  and  entertainment,  I  am  of  the  opinion, 
that  legislation  should  be  introduced  to  bring  these  premises  into  line 
with  licensed  clubs.  Licensing  Justices  would  ndb  consider  the  renewal 
of  a  licence  without  a  report  from  the  local  authority  Public  Health 
Inspector  as  to  the  suitability  of  the  premises. 

The  campaign  to  dissuade  the  public  from  smoking  in  and  taking  dogs  into 
food  shops  continued  during  1972  and  display  cards  were  made  available 
for  retailers.  There  appeared  to  be  a  continued  decline  in  the  number 
of  persons  smoking  or  taking  dogs  into  shops. 

Routine  inspections  were  made  of  all  the  school  kitchens  and  I  am  pleased 
to  report  a  very  high  standard  was  maintained  throughout  the  year.

The  attention  of  the  Department  is  often  drawn  by  the  public  to  practices 
and  conditions  in  connection  with  the  food  trade,  which  they  feel  should 
not  exist.  Co-operation  between  the  public  and  Officers  of  the  Council 
is  essential  and  eases  the  burden  on  the  Inspector,  enabling  him  to 
direct  his  food  hygiene  programme  to  those  parts  of  the  district  most 
in  need,  and  brings  matters  to  his  notice  which  might  not  be  apparent 
during  normal  routine  inspection. 


SAMPLING 


The  Urban  District  Council  is  not  a  Food  and  Drugs  Authority  and  formal 
sampling  is  carried  out  by  the  Weights  and  Measures  Inspectorate  of  the 
Buckinghamshire  County  Council. 


During  1972  samples  of  ice  cream  were  taken  for  bacteriological  examination 
from  mobile  ice  cream  vans,  catering  premises  and  other  retail  outlets.

Samples  graded  in  Grades  I  and  II  indicate  a  satisfactory  standard  of 
hygiene,  but  samples  in  Grades  III  and  IV  indicate  a  breakdown  in 
hygiene  and  service.  The  premises  which  received  Grades  III  and  IV 
were  inspected  and  a  stringent  investigation  carried  out  into  the  methods 
of  storage  and  service  of  the  commodity.  In  all  cases  the  breakdown 
occurred  in  the  service  of  the  ice  cream  owing  to  staff  not  taking 
adequate  precautions  in  the  sterilisation  and  cleansing  of  utensils  used 
for  service.  In  all  cases  advice  was  given,  resulting  in  further  samples 
producing  a  Grade  I  or  II  result.

The  unsatisfactory  samples  of  fresh  cream  were  contained  in  cakes. 

All  cases  were  caused  by  insufficient  attention  being  paid  by  the 
food  handlers  to  personal  hygiene.  Advice  and  instruction  were  given 
to  all  staff  employed  in  the  premises  and  the  dangers  of  food  poisoning 
eixplained,  resulting  in  satisfactory  results  thereafter. 
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FACTORIES 


Routine  inspections  vere  carried  out  to  factories  during  1972. 

Informal  action  was  sufficient  to  deal  with  any  matters  arising  out  of 
these  inspections.  Contravention  in  matters  relating  to  safety,  etc. 
which  are  under  the  jurisdiction  of  Her  Majesty's  Factory  Inspectorate, 
were  referred  to  the  District  Factory  Inspector  for  his  attention. 

The  prescribed  particulars  on  the  administration  of  the  Factories  *cts 
are  contained  in  the  Appendices  to  this  Report. 
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REFUSE  COLLECTION  A  ND  DISPOSAL 


In  spite  of  the  rapidly  increasing  number  of  properties  in  the  town,  it 
has  been  possible  to  maintain  a  weekly  collection  of  household  and  trade 
refuse  without  increasing  the  number  of  men  employed.  This  absorption 
of  additional  areas  would  not  have  been  possible  if  the  paper  sack 
system  of  collection  had  not  been  in  use  throughout  the  area. 

The  incentive  bonus  scheme  continued  to  be  operated  and  few  complaints 
were  received  regarding  the  service. 

The  cost  of  the  service  continues  to  rise  with  the  increased  pay  awards 
to  the  men  and  the  increasing  rise  in  paper  prices. 

Special  b  .llections  of  bulky  refuse  of  such  items  as  beds,  refrigerators 
and  unwanted  furniture  increased  considerably,  an  average  of  thirty  free 
collections  per  week  being  made.  These  collections  were  made  in  addition 
to  the  two  bulk  containers  situated  at  Fieldhouse  Lane  for  residents  to 
dispose  of  unwanted  articles.  These  containers  required  emptying  at 
least  three  times  a  week  throughout  the  year.  In  spite  of  both  of  these 
free  services,  and  an  intensive  publicity  campaign,  I  am  appalled  at  the 
non-co-operation  of  the  public  in  general.  /t  least  four  times  during 
the  year  it  has  been  necessary  to  hire  heavy  equipment  to  clear  the  area 
around  the  containers  and  the  approach  road,  where  people  have  not  bothered 
to  use  the  containers. 

/nother  problem  in  this  area  has  been  from  "Totters",  who  remove  articles

from  the  containers  and  in  so  doing  systematically  empty  their  contents 
on  the  adjoining  land.  The  cost  to  the  ratepayers  for  clearing  this 
site  during  1972  was  estimated  at  approx.  £2,000. 

There  has  also  been  a  great  deal  of  indiscriminate  dumping  on  a  number 
of  open  sites  in  the  district,  which  has  also  added  to  the  burden  of  the 
Council’s  staff  to  keep  these  areas  reasonably  free  of  refuse.  In  my 
opinion,  there  is  no  excuse  for  any  member  of  the  public  to  dump 
indiscriminately  unwonted  articles  on  the  nearest  piece  of  open  land 
and  risk  facing  heavy  penalties  in  the  Courts. 

The  town’s  refuse  was  tipped  throughout  the  year  at  a  commercial  tip  at 
Westhorpe  Park  and  a  further  contract  has  been  negotiated  for  tipping 
rights  until  31st  March,  197U. 
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RODENT  AND  PEST  CONTROL 


The  table  contained  in  the  Appendices  to  this  Report  shows  the  degree  of 
rodent  infestation  in  the  area  and  details  of  number  of  treatments  carried 
cut.  The  bulk  of  the  work  involving  over  2,000  visits  was  carried  out 
by  the  Rodent  Operative,  Mr.  H.C.  Eyres.  Treatment  against  mice  was 
again  carried  out  using  an  acute  poison  as  the  anti-coagulant  baits 
have  been  proving  ineffective.  No  evidence  was  found  of  warfarin- 
resistant  rats. 

The  sewerage  system  was  test  baited  in  /pril  and  October,  and  I  am  pleased 
to  report  that  on  both  occasions  no  evidence  of  rodent  infestation  was 
found. 

Permanent  baiting  points  have  been  maintained  at  the  Fieldhouse  Lane 
sewage  works  and  regular  inspections  have  been  carried  out  by  me  in 
conjunction  with  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food.  These 
inspections  showed  only  slight  infestation. 

Pests  dealt  with  during  the  year  included  wasps,  flies,  mosquitoes,  ants, 
fleas,  bed  bugs,  feral  pigeons,  squirrels,  moles,  carpet  beetles  and 
cockroaches • 

Measures  to  control  feral,  pigeons  in  the  town  centre  continued  in  1972  and 
it  is  estimated  that  some  200  birds  have  been  removed  and  the  resident 
pigeon  population  is  being  maintained  within  acceptable  limits.  The 
presence  of  pigeons  can  given  rise  to  severe  structural  damage  owing  to 
nests,  droppings,  etc.  blocking  guttering  and  downpipes  obstructing  the 
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RODENT  AND  P  EST  CONTROL 


free  flow  of  rainwater,  causing  damp  walls  and  encouraging  dry  rot. 

Large  urban  populations  of  feral  pigeons  also  create  a  health  hazard,  as 
evidence  shows  that  choppings  can  be  infected  with  Salmonella  organisms 
which  can  produce  Salmonellosis  in  human  beings.  It  has  also  been 
estimated  that  as  much  as  30  -  75%  of  a  pigeon  flock  may  be  infected 
with  Psittacosis  (Ornithosis),  itfhich  is  a  disease  similar  to  virus 
pneumonia  and  can  be  transmitted  to  man  through  infected  droppings. 

There  has  been  a  number  of  cases  of  pigeon  ornithosis  in  man  in  this 
country  and  it  is  possible  that  this  disease  is  more  common  than  is 
suspected. 
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PETROLEUM  ACTS 


No  new  petroleum  licences  were  issued  during  1972,  but  two  licences 
were  discontinued*  Three  existing  installations  were  tested  and  found 
to  be  satisfactory,  and  where  the  licences  were  discontinued,  the  storage 
tanks  were  rendered  safe  under  my  supervision.  Plans  were  submitted 
for  increased  storage  capacity  on  two  sites,  both  of  which  were  approved 
after  modification  and  comply  with  the  provisions  of  the  Petroleum  / cts. 

ft  the  3rst  December,  1972,  there  were  thirteen  petroleum  licences  in 
operation. 
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NOISE 


1972,  as  in  previous  years,  produced  increasing  complaints  regarding  noise. 
Noise  must  be  regarded  as  a  form  of  environmental  pollution,  which  should 
be  prevented  or  at  least  reduced  to  a  level  which  is  acceptable  and  does 
not  interfere  with  the  individual's  right  to  enjoy  his  home  and 
environment.  With  the  establishement  of  new  factories  and  workshops, 
considerable  effort  is  being  directed  to  ensure  that  machinery,  which 
is  to  be  installed,  will  not  cause  a  nuisance  and  that  any  process  likely 
to  give  rise  to  complaint  is  contained  in  an  area  where  the  sound 
insulation  is  s\ifficient  to  reduce  the  noise  level  to  acceptable 
proportions.  Closer  co-operation  has  been  made  with  the  Planning 
A uthority  especially  with  regard  to  residential  development  adjacent  to 
main  roads  and  noise  surveys  have  been  carried  out  on  their  behalf. 

During  the  year  I  have  visited  a  number  of  premises  to  assess  the  possible 
nuisance  which  would  be  caused  by  the  installation  of  plant  within 
factories  and  workshops  and  have  been  able  to  advise  prospective 
occupiers  of  premises  in  the  best  methods  of  installing  and  insulating 
plant  and  buildings. 

Among  the  more  frequent  causes  of  complaint  are  road  breaking  equipment, 
fire  alarms,  launderette  extraction  equipment,  machinery  noise.  Close 
co-operation  with  users  of  road  breaking  equipment  has  resulted  in  some 
progress  in  noise  suppression,  but  the  provisions  of  the  Noise  Abatement  Act 
exclude  the  public  utilities  and  difficulty  has  been  experienced  in 
persuading  these  utilities  to  use  suppression  equipment.  In  my  opinion, 
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NOISE 


it  is  essential  that  all  the  utilities  should  have  to  comply  with  the 
existing  law  in  the  same  way  as  a  private  contractor,  as  in  my  experience, 
the  road  breakers  used  by  the  public  utilities  are  no  quieter  than 
those  of  the  civil  engineering  contractor. 

Concern  was  expressed  during  the  year  regarding  the  increase  in  air 
traffic  over  the  town.  Investigation  found  that  light  aircraft  from 
Wycombe  Air  Park,  for  reasons  cf  safety,  were  required  to  fly  at  above 
1,^00  ft.  over  populated  areas,  tut  that  it  was  unusual  for  light 
aircraft  to  fly  over  Marlow,  as  it  comes  within  the  London  Control  Zone. 
When  the  wind  is  in  a  northerly  direction,  aircraft  use  a  north-to-south 
landing  strip  which  necessitates  flying  over  Marlow  Bottom,  but  at  a 
height  above  1,000  ft. 

At  Heathrow,  aircraft  take  off  to  the  west  whenever  possible  so  as  to 
minimise  heavy  noise  over  London,  which  lies  to  the  east.  This  is 
operated  in  all  westerly  winds  and  in  easterly  conditions  up  to  five 
knots.  The  only  exception  is  in  strong  crosswinds,  when  a  transverse 
runway  is  used.  In  general,  a  policy  of  spreading  aircraft  to  reduce 
the  load  as  much  as  possible  is  preferred  to  concentrating  it  into 
narrow  channels.  There  is  a  departure  route  two  miles  to  the  east  of 
Marlow  and  pilots  are  allowed  some  margin  cf  navigational  tolerance 
dependant  on  wind  conditions.  There  is  an  inbound  and  outbound  easterly 
traffic  flow  over  Slough,  which  possibly  could  effect  Marlow  when  aircraft 
are  landing  west  to  east,  which  is  again  dependant  on  wind  conditions.

However,  aircaft  should  be  above  2,000  ft.  There  are  two  northerly- 
holding  points,  one  at  Bovingdon,  south-east  of  Berkhampstead,  and  one 
at  Ongar  in  Essex.  The  Bovingdon  holding  area  could  affect  the  amount 
of  aircraft  over  the  town  when  the  air  traffic  was  particularly  heavy. 

Over  the  year  it  is  possible  that  30$  of  traffic  using  the  departure 
route  east  of  Marlow  could  sweep  over  the  town,  but  there  is  no  set 
pattern  for  time  of  year  and  would  vary  in  its  duration  from  a  week  to 
possibly  only  two  aircraft  per  day. 

Limited  monitoring  of  aircraft  was  carried  out,  and  in  my  opinion,  the 
number  of  aircraft  and  noise  levels  were  not  excessive  -  however,  the 
ever-increasing  air  traffic  necessitates  a  close  watch  being  kept  by 
all  concerned  on  the  possible  nuisance  of  noise  from  aircraft. 

The  Noise  Advisory  Council  were  asked  to  investigate  the  level  of  noise 
affecting  the  Mairienhead/lligh  Wycombe  area  with  particular  reference  to 
the  affect  of  the  newly  operational  navigation  beacon  at  Taplow.  Their 
initial  Report  is  expected  in  the  .Autumn  of  1973 -» 
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ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION 


Complaints  continued  to  be  received  from  all  areas  regarding  pollution 
from  smoke,  vehicle  fumes  causing  deterioration  of  external  paintwork, 
soiling  of  washing  and  rapid  dirtying  of  curtains,  etc.  The  greatest 
cause  of  atmospheric  pollution  in  the  district  is  caused  by  domestic 
chimneys,  especially  in  the  older  areas  of  the  town,  and  where 
improvements  are  being  carried  out  to  older  properties,  owners  are  being 
encouraged  to  convert  to  a  form  of  smokeless  heating.  Increasing 
publicity  is  being  given  by  press,  radio  and  television  to  environmental 
pollution  and  the  public  are  becoming  more  aware  of  the  dangers  and 
damage  that  this  form  of  pollution  can  bring  and  are  demanding,  quite 
properly,  a  high  standard.  Consideration  must  be  given  in  the  near 
future  to  the  introduction  of  a  phased  programme  of  smoke  control.  The 
first  step  is  being  made  by  the  installation  of  central  heating  in  some 
of  the  older  Council  housing,  and  which  will  be  continued  throughout  1973. 
Difficulty  has  been  experienced  in  the  area  in  the  supply  of  adequate 
supplies  of  solid  smokeless  fuel. 

Pollution  by  dust  and  sulphur  dioxide,  however,  is  mainly  fran  industrial 
sources  and,  although  grit  and  dust  may  not  be  a  direct  hazard  to  health, 
there  is  no  doubt  of  its  deleterious  effect  on  the  environment.  Close 
observations  were  kept  on  all  the  industrial  furnaces  in  the  area  during 
the  year  and  dust  and  grit  samples  and  measurements  taken  where  necessary. 
P dvice  was  given  where  necessary  to  many  enquiries  regarding  atmospheric 
pollution. 
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HOUSING 


During  the  past  year  the  Department  of  the  Environment  have  carried  out 
intensive  publicity  campaigns  for  the  improvement  of  older  properties, 
and  this  coupled  with  local  publicity  has  greatly  increased  the  interest 
shown  by  both  owners  and  tenants  to  maintain  and  improve  some  of  the 
previously  neglected  properties  in  the  area. 

Section  1  of  the  Housing  Act  1969  outlines  the  purpose  for  which  grants 
may  be  payable  for  individual  properties: 

a)  the  provision  of  dwellings  by  conversion  of  houses  or  other 
buildings 5 

b)  the  improvement  of  dwellings j 

c)  the  improvement  of  houses  in  multiple  occupation  by  the  provision 
of  standard  amenities. 

The  Urban  District  does  not,  fortunately,  contain  a  large  number  of  houses, 
which  may  be  classed  as  being  "in  multiple  occupation",  as  do  many  of  the 
larger  urban  areas,  and  overcrowding  and  lack  of  facilities  are  not  serious 
problems  in  this  type  of  property. 

Section  28  further  encourages  owners  to  co-operate  with  the  improvement  of 
properties  by  introducing  a  flexible  system  c£  grant  aid  ;  grants  now  being 
available  for  more  than  the  provision  of  basic  amenities,  such  as  baths, 
internal  W.Cs.  and  hot  and  cold  water  supplies,  but  also  aid  to  prevent 
properties  sliding  down  into  disrepair  by  providing  grant  support  for 
repairs  and  replacements  incidental  to,  or  needed  to  make  the  improvements 
fully  effective,  the  only  limitation  to  the  amount  of  repair  being  that  it 
must  not  exceed  $0%  of  the  total  improvenent  and  repair  cost. 
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HOUSING 


The  Act  has  given  virtually  complete  freedom  for  local  authorities  to 
decide  what  constitutes  an  improvement  to  a  property  and  does  not  restrict 
the  local  authorities  from  exercising  their  discretion!  its  aim  is  to 
enable  the  widest  possible  freedom  to  be  used  in  giving  grants  to  meet 
the  needs  of  given  areas. 

The  number  of  improvement  grants  considered  during  1970  was  h'J>,  in  1971 
the  number  had  risen  slightly  to  3>1  and  in  1972  has  risen  again  to  69. 

When  one  considers  that  in  the  years  preceeding  the  1969  Act  it  was 
unusual  for  the  Council  to  consider  more  than  a  dozen  applications  per 
year,  considerable  progress  has  been  made  in  rehabilitating  the  older 
property,  which  is  usually  the  only  reasonably  inexpensive  accommodation 
available  for  young  married  couples  to  enter  the  housing  field. 

Fuller  details  of  improvement  grants  made  are  contained  in  th®  Appendices 
to  this  Report. 


A  survey  of  older  areas  of  the  town  continued  during  1972  and  a  number 
of  unfit  houses  was  reported.  It  was  found  that  in  these  areas  a 
third  of  the  households  lacked  a  proper  bath  and  internal  W.C.  It  must 
continue  to  be  the  aim  of  all  concerned  to  ensure  that  every  household 
has  a  bathroom,  hot  and  cold  water  supplies  and  internal  W.C.  accommodation 
it  is  not  reasonable  to  expect  people  in  the  1970s  to  endure  the  conditions 
of  the  early  1900s. 
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OFFICES ,  SHOPS  AND  RAIIWAY  PREMISES  ACT  1963 

There  were  twelve  new  registrations  under  the  provisions  of  the  Act 
during  1972,  details  of  which  are  contained  in  the  Appendices  to  the 
Report.  It  will  be  seen  from  these  figures  that  the  numbers  of  persons 
employed  in  the  town  increased  by  55  over  1971.  There  was  a  large 
increase  in  the  numbers  being  employed  in  offices,  but  a  decrease  in  the 
numbers  of  persons  employed  in  shops,  especially  in  the  smaller  shops 
where  owners  are  being  forced  to  reduce  their  manpower  to  maintain  a 
reasonable  standard  of  living. 


There  were  7  accidents  notified  during  the  year  and  it  would  appear 
that  many  employers  are  not  aware  of  their  responsibility  to  notify 
the  local  authority  of  an  accident  that  involves  the  employees  absence 
from  work.  Efforts  were  made  during  the  year  to  ensure  that  all 
employers  and  employees  recognised  their  responsibilities  to  ensure  that 
all  accidents  are  notified  to  assist  the  Public  Health  staff  to  maintain 
a  safe  working  environment. 

The  following  accident  reports  may  be  of  interest: 

(1)  A  53-year  old  female  stockroom  attendant  slipped  and  suffered 
a  fractured  wrist.  Investigation  revealed  an  uneven  floor 
surface  and  inadequate  lighting,  which  may  have  contributed 
to  the  accident.  Improvements  were  put  in  hand  immediately 
by  the  company  concerned. 

(2)  A  U2“year  old  female  shop  assistant  slipped  on  the  stairs  to 
the  preparation  room,  chipping  a  bone  in  her  left  leg. 

Investigation  revealed  no  apparent  cause  for  the  accident .

(3)  /  l^-year  old  butchery  assistant  slipped  xxhilst  sweeping  the 

floor  and  cut  his  hand  on  a  meat  cleaver  hanging  from  a 
preparation  block.  He  required  to  have  a  number  of  stitches 
to  the  wound.  Advice  was  given  and  the  position  of  the  tools 
moved  to  avoid  a  recurrence  of  this  type  of  accident. 


The  remaining  four  accidents  involved  falls  by  shop  staff  on 
the  same  level  and  no  action  was  necessary. 


SCHOOLS  SWIMMING  POOLS 


Bacteriological  sanples  were  taken  at  regular  intervals  from  the  three 
school  swimming  pools  luring  the  season.  ./'ll  pools  maintained  a  high 
standard  throughout  the  5 ear.  The  samples  were  taken  on  behalf  of  the 
Buckinghamshire  County  Council  Medical  Officer.

All  complaints  received  during  the  year  have  been  investigated  and,  when 
coming  within  the  scope  of  the  Public  Health  Acts,  or  other  legislation 
administered  by  the  Department,  have  been  appropriately  dealt  with  by 
the  Council's  Public  Health  Inspectors,  whose  journals  and  records  have 
been  completed  accordingly. 


On  8th  July,  1972,  Mr.  W.J.  Lidgley  was  involved  in  a  fatal  accident  in 
the  High  Street  and  his  body  was  transported  to  the  mortuary  at  Wycombe 
General  Hospital.  Mr.  Lidgley »s  relations  were  unable  to  defray  the 
funeral  expenses  and,  therefore,  it  was  the  responsibility  of  the 
Department  to  ensure  that  the  body  was  formally  interred.  .Arrangements 
were  made  with  a  local  firm  of  funeral  directors  and  I  attended  the 
funeral,  which  took  place  at  Marlow  Cemetery  on  Friday,  l!i.th  July.
